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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: lines 13 and 14 
state "for for normal rolling.. .". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 2, it is not clear which strip sample is being discussed, since 
claim 13 (the parent claim) provides for a strip sample with a "new" leading end which is 
not deflected but sent to an inspection table rather than being coiled. 

Regarding claim 3, there is no antecedent basis for "the strip samples" since the 
parent claim only provides for a strip sample. 


The remainder of the office action considers the claims as best understood. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described, in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eibe '623. 
Eibe is relied upon to teach a rolling mill and method containing all the claimed, 
elements including, normal rolling (in stands of figure 2A) and then coiling a metal strip 
on a down coiler (58, 59, 60 or 61) and cutting the end for transfer. The metal coil strip 
is then transferred and leveled (coil opening station 146, leveler 147) such that a 
leading end of the leveled strip is fed toward the inspection table without substantial 
deflection after which the metal strip is cut again upstream of the leading end (at shear 
1.50) and arrested and inspected in longitudinal segments for rolling anomalies 
(inspected at inspection bed 137 downstream of rolling line 2A). Eibe further teaches 
that his coiler(s) are oriented below a plane of the inspection table (see figure 2B and 
col. 4, lines 42-45 where the inspection table is coplanar with table 52). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Eibe 

'623 in view of Drigani et al 445. Drigani discloses a coiling apparatus and method 

which is relied upon to teach the use of double mandrel coiler which may be swung 

around 180 degrees (see abstract) and has a pressing roller arm (26) which is 

swingable in and out and provided with a pressing roller (24). Therefore it would have 

been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the claimed invention 

to have incorporated the double mandrel swingable coiler of Drigani in lieu of the two 

coiler system of Eibe for the purpose of increased efficiencies and functionality as 

suggested by Drigani. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-12 and 14 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/16/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that the method of Eibe is substantially different form 
applicants claimed invention since there is no downward deflection of the strip and since 
the strip is cut transversely upstream of the coiler. In response, Eibe clearly teaches that 
his coilers are situated below the rolling line (col. 4, lines 42-45) and thus it is inherent 
that the strip must be someway deflected in order to reach the coilers. Furthermore the 
applicants do not claim that the strip is cut upstream of the coiler.
